NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—The experiments of 
Prof. Michael I. Pupin of Columbia Col- 
lege have resulted in the discovery that the 
Roentgen “X"” ray photographs can be 
produced by the aid of any ordinary static 
eleczrica) instrument and are thus within 
the reach of almost every physician.

He 
made a very good picture of some trinkets, 
using a simple, sealed, glass tube, and se- 
curing the desired fluorescence by ‘applyi 
the electricity through tin foil. The fol w 
wrapped once around either end of the 
table, and the wires conveying the current 
were wrapped about the foil. The same re- 
sult was secured as if the electricity had 
been introduced within the tube by wires at- 
tached to eleetricity inside, as in all former 
experiments. This was a puzzler for the 
inves? gators. 

One of the several peculiarities of the new 
form of light is that it does not reflect m 
a looking glass or from any other polished 
surface so far as is known. An effort will 
be made to discover some metal or other 
substance that will reflec? tt, so that the 
rays may be condensed and their power 
thereby multiplied. 


Reproducing Colors. 
BERLIN, Feb. 6.—Prof. Seile of Branden- 
burg claims to have solved the problem of 
photography in colors. His process is as 
rapid as ordinary photography, and while it 
requires a special camera the reproductions 
as to color are said by those who have ex- 
amined the specimens to be almost abso- 
lutely perfect. His secret he still keeps, 
but says he uses three gejatine films, the 
first of which receives red tints, the second 

blue, and the third yellow tints.

THE COLLEGE. 


President Eliott's Report to the 
Harvard Overseers.

WITHIN HEALTHY LIMITS. 


Physical Safety ef Players the Main 
Object of Recent University Rules 
—Sporting News. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Feb. 6.—President 
Eliott’s annual report to the overseers of 
Harvard University, given out last night, 
was devoid of sensational features in regard 
to athletics, which have marked his re- 
ports for the past two years. Instead of 
condemning any of the existing sports and 
offering radical suggestions for their re- 
form, President Eliott’s treatment of ath- 


letics this year rather gives the impres- 
sion that the competitive games as they 
stand at Harvard to-day are confined with- 
in healthy limits and need no further leg- 
islatlon. The President reviews the course 
of university athletics since 1882 and sums 
up the situation as follows: 

“It will be observed that the various 
rules adopted within the last thirteen years 
have had several different objects inview. 
() To secure the. physical safety of the 
players as far as possible; (2) To keep the 

layers up to a minimum, at least, of col- 
ege work; (3) To reduce the number of 
contests and to prevent contests in Cam- 
bridge from interfering with the work of 
the college; (4) To preserve the college 
character of the contests themselves and 
of the training therefor; (5) To exclude 
all players who are not genuine students 
and amateurs; (6) To procure à proper use 
of the money derived from the sports.“

One of the Transvaal Raiders Has 
Arrived in New York. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—One of Dr. Jami- 
son’s followers in the Transvaal raid has 


arrived here. His name is Philip Gershel. 
He says: 

Whatever Jamison did was fully known 
to Cecil Rhodes. Nothing was done without 
the latter’s advice, and what he knew was 
known to the English Government, in my 
opinion. That part of the story, however, 
I do not care to discuss at the present time. 
As to the Americans who are under arrest 
there, or are out on bail, I believe that they 
will be severely dealt with: As to Jamison 
he will not suffer much.

The whole country 
around there is well worth fighting for and 
I believe that as a result of the last fight, 
however abortive it proved, Krueger will be 
forced to make concessions. It will only be 
a matter of time, however, in my judgment, 
when England will have it all.“

Death-bed directions as to the disposal of 
property, whether they are expressed ver- 
bally or in writing, have no legal weight 
in Missouri unless attested by witnesses.

$80 deposited with the St. Louis Safe Deposit 
Co., a couple of decrepk bicycles and a 


small amount of valuelesg household furni- 
ture constituted his gee Collinette, 
in his last hours, thought of the two boys, 
Johnny and Robert Meiner, whose youthful 
companionship had often relieved him of the 
weight of melancholy, from which he suf- 
fered. In making a mental inventory of his 

roperty he assigned the bicycles to the two 

ys, knowing they would appreciate the 
humble gifts. The money, he knew, would 
be enough to bury him decently, and what 
relatives he had had long since forgotten 
him. So he left a letter to Coroner Wait, so 
disposing of his goods. 

Collinette was buried and the undertaker 
wanted his pay. The money in the bank 
was available, but nobody could draw it out. 
This forced the Public Administrator to 
administer on the estate. Having taken 
charge he was compelled by law to gather 
together all Collinette's effects. So the two 
boys lost their bicycles. 

Under the law in this State, when thé 
estate has been administered, if no heirs 
appear, what is left after paying the cur- 
rent expenses, becomes the property of the 
State. Out of Collinette’s estate will prob- 
ably be left the two bicycles, which will be 
confiscated to no gain for the State and to 
the frustration of the kindly wish of a man

FOUND BY MERE CHANCE. 


Mrs. Christina Moser and Mrs. Louisa 
Ewe Accidentally Brought Togeth- 
er After a Quarter ef 2 Century. 


For 2% years Mrs. Christina Moser and Mrs. 
Louisa Ewe, sisters, have mourned each 


other as dead. 
Last Monday they were reunited in St. 
Louis under circumstances romantic and 


unusual. 

In 1869, while the flame of civil war was 
spreading over the country, there lived at 
Washington, D. C., Charles Drescher, with 
his family, consisting of a wife and three 


children. Drescher was a nferchant in a 
small way, being in reduced circustances. 
When the youngest child, Christina, was 
but a year old, the mother died and Drescher 
was left with the children on his hands. 
John, the oldest, was about 15, and of a 
roving disposition. 

He enlisted as drummer boy in a regiment 
organized near Washington and went to the 
front. That was in 1861, and none of John 
Drescher’s relations have seen him since. 

His departuree seemed to begin the disin- 
3 of the little family. Drescher de- 

ed to leave Washington: He had no 
ties to bind him, having quarreled with his 
only brother, who lived in Baltimore, over 
some property. 

In 1862 or 63 he moved to St. Louis with his 
two little girls and engaged in the saloon 

usiness. ouisa was 11 and Christina 3. 
Drescher found fortune as fickle here as in 
the East, but he managed to get along until 
1874, when he died.
